S,0.2096(E).-n Whereas, the Central Government by notification of the Government of 
India in the erstwhile Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport and Highways ( Department 
of Road Transport and Highways) number S.O. 977 (E), dated the 20* April, 2009, issued 
under section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Act), entrusted the stretch from Km 380.000 - Km 
440.000 ( Pimpalgoan - Nashik - Gonde section) of National Highway No. 3 in the State of 
Maharashtra to the National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the 
Authority); 

And whereas, pursuant to the provisions of section 14 of the said Act, the Authority 
has entered into an agreement with M/s L & T PNG Tollway Private Limited, having its 
registered office at P.O. Box No 979, Mount Poonamallee Road, Manapakkam Chennai - 
600089 (hereinafter referred to as the Concessionaire) for Design, Engineering, Finance, 
Construction, development, operation and maintenance of the existing two lane section 
from Km 380.000 to Km 440.000 (Pimpalgoan - Nashik - Gonde section) of the National 
Highway No. 3 in the State of Maharashtra (hereinafter referred to as the said section) to 
six lane divided carriageway on Design, BuOd, Finance, Operate and Transfer (DBFOT) 
basis; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 A of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 read with the National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and 
Collection) Rules, 2008, the Central Government hereby notifies that fees shall be levied 
and collected on type of mechanical vehicles specified in column (2) of the Table I, for the 
use of said section at the base rate specified in Table I and Table II thereof, and authorises 
the said concessionaire to collect and retain the fee subject to, and in accordance with the 
said rules and the provisions of the said concession agreement on and from the date of 
commercial operation or publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, whichever is 
later, till the termination date, namely:-

2. The rate of monthly pass for local personal traffic is Rs. 150.00 ( One Hundred fifty 
Rupees) for the year 2007-08 which is subject to revision every year as per the provisions of 
the National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008. 


3. For multiple journey on the highway section, passes shall be issued at the following 
rates, namely.

4. The revision of fee shall not be effected until a period of six months has elapsed 
from the commercial operation date. 

5. Exemption from payment of fee, rates of fee for overloaded vehicles, discounts in 
the rates etc shall be in according with the said rules. 

6. For the purpose of this notification,- 

(i) "actual fee" means the fees actually charged from the road users of the said section 

on the basis of- 

(i) length of the project highway; 

(ii) base fee rates provided in the above Table duly indexed, 
and shall be rounded off to nearest five rupee; 

(ii) "date of commercial operation" means the date on which Completion Certificate 
or the Provisional Completion Certificate is issued; 

(iii) "termination date" means the date on which the agreement entered into 
between the Authority and the Concessionaire expires pursuant to the provisions 
of the said agreement or is terminated by termination notice;
